Sometime in the 21st century 
la graduate of St. Paui’s School 
in Norwood will be hailed for 
their contributions to science 
and technology. 

And there is a very good 

hance that that future scien- 
ist was hard at work last 
esday dazzling the 12 judges 
vho presided over the school’s 
igh y successful - and idea- 
laden — science fair. 


More than 80 scientific exhi- 
bits were on display in three 
areas of the school including 25 
primary level projects .t at 
were proudly arranged in the 
library. 

That so many primary level 
eargae were exhibited, was a 

apa | boost to those who 
believe that Canadians lag 
behind in the sciences. 

These primary students 
(grades kindergarten to three) 
did not have to enter but did so 
on a voluntary basis — their 
classes determined themes 
and worked on projects that 
demonstrated these themes. 

aeggey da the primary divi- 
sion, there were two other 
divisions encompassing five 
scientific subsections. in the 
junior division there were biol- 
ogy and physics displays and 
for the intermediates there 
were biology, physics and engi- 
neering categories. 

Organizer Arlene Leahy said 
she was very ple with the 
fair and the projects that were 
entered. 

The Lait at the school in 
the afternoon to quiz the 
students, were impressed by 
their quality, she a ded. 

Many of the projects were 
done in class, Mrs. Leahy said, 
and some were done at home.

Twelve 
judges were invited to the 
school to help determine prize 
winners -- a tough assignment, 
indeed, given the quality of the 
work. One project of great 
interest was Ehren Davey’s 
and Jon Seabrooke’s exhibit on 
the Marmora mine.

IT... INCONTINENCE 


Whether you call it inconti- 
nence, or a loss of bladder 
control or having an accident, 
one in twenty-five Canadians, 
one in four seniors, are 
incontinent.” 

What does that mean to you 
or me? It means that inconti- 
nent people are not alone and 
that loss of bladder control is a 
normal everyday condition for 
a lot of people.

wer.... As I listened to the 
details of this event, I couldn't 
help but think how nuclear 
_ energy and plain old garbage 
have problems in common. 

The waste product of nuclear 
energy is a pile of ‘spent’ fuel 
rods which are highly radioac- 
tive. As long as nuclear fission 
is used to produce electricity, 
‘ the amount of nuclear waste 
will increase. Successful waste 
management of nuclear 
wastes means containing them 
so people aren't exposed to 
dangerous radiation. This 
becomes more difficult as the 
amount of waste increases. 
Complicating the matter is the 
fact that nuclear waste needs 
to be kept isolated for several 
thousand years while its 
radioactivity subsides. A great 
inheritance for future 
generations! 

The waste product of our 
society is garbage. The princi- 
pal favorite ways of petting rid 
of it are still landfill sites and 
incineration. This is so because 
anything else would involve 
changes in the way we live and 
act; changes which will have 
to be imposed by force of law. 
This will take some time 
because modern politicians 
exist to create more taxes 
rather than needed legislation.

Landfill sites are a problem 
because they produce leachate 
for up to hundreds of years. 

Incineration itself is not the 
problem it used to be. The 
modern incinerators burn 
much cleaner than the old 
ones did, proved they are 
operated properly and 
function as they are 
designed to. The ash produced 
by them is still a problem 
because Ontario still has no 
clear, stated policy dealing 
with ashes. 


Toxic by-products of inciner- 
ation can be made to deposit in 
either the bottom ash or the fly 
ash, depending on how the 
incinerator is operated. The 
ash which contains these toxic 
chemicals must, like nuclear 
waste, be kept isolated from 


the environment

nuclear waste!) 
inheritance to some future 
generation who, I'm sure, will 
be grateful for our generosity 
| personally prefer- the 
‘permanent’ entombment of 
ashes in concrete blocks. We 
could use the blocks to build a 
yramid in the fashion of the 
Sgyptian Pharaohs. The 
longer we produce garbage 
instead of recyclables, the 
bigger it would become. Our 
pyramid could be the eight 
wonder of the world. We could 
persuade Toronto to turn its 
garbage into ‘permanent’ 
concrete blocks too and put the 
yramid in the Marmoraton 
Mine. Ontario Hydro could put 
its waste from the Darlington 
plant in the centre ofthe pyra- 
mid.

Trade issues dominate dairy industry durin 


Challenges faced by dairy 
producers in the last decade 
will continue in the 1990s and 
trade issues will dominate 
according to Grant Smith, 
Chairman of the Ontario Milk 
Marketing Board. 

He reviewed the sie hae 
hurdles of the 80s and looked 
ahead to the 90s with rhea 
criticism for Ontario’s F 
Industry Advisory Committee. 
Mr. Smith made the comments 
to more than 700 people attend- 
ing the 24th Annual Meeting of 
the Board. 

Recent problems on the 
trade front included the 18 
month cap on industrial milk 
prices and a GATT panel 
ruling against Canada’s plac- 
ing of ice cream and yogurt on 
the Import Control List, Mr. 
Smith said. 

The GATT panel decision 
may have had one positive 
effect. “That blow appeared to 
galvanize our federal govern- 
ment into a better appreciation 
of the merits of the supply 
management and spurred 
' them on to the realization of 
the need for Article XI under

Golfers pop into the shop 
looking for a Fresh cut of meat 
they do not have to thaw and 


we are trying to meet these 
demands, Jeanine said, adding 
that at the moment the shop is 
open Monday to Fridays from 8 
am until 5 pm but with this 
increasing demand they could 


open Saturdays during the 
summer. 

We do just about everything 
here to meet customer 
demands, Jeanine said. 

This includes an emphasis on 
beef,’ pork, lambs, goats, 
rabbits, chickens, ducks and 
geese with beef and pork 
(especially in fall) being a 
primary source of business. 

We custom kill and cut and 
do everything the farmer 
wants, Jeanine stressed.

Occasionally, they even 
receive requests for a ‘‘kosher 
kill,’’ she added.

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General farm issues for the new decade 


The general public, however, 
may not see this as the major 
issue in relation to the farm 
community. Talk is any non- 
farm group and they are more 
likely to place environmental 
issues above marketing. 

Environmental issues relate 
directly to the farm communi- 


ty and whether we like it or not, 


these issues will be with us 
during the next decade or 
longer. The public is very 
concerned about the environ- 


| ment and farmers and farm 


groups will be required to face 
a number of environmental 
concerns. 

Many of these are, already 
getting some attention. They 
include 
soil erosion, pollution through 
livestock waste, odors, pesti- 
cide use, and the use of 
commercial fertilizers. 

Safe food is an issue which 
iropacts on the farm communi- 
ty as well. The consumin 
public appears to be confu 
as to what is safe and what is 


not. 

Despite the fact that food in 
Canda is as safe or safer than 
in other countries, the public is 
very sensitive to’ this issue. 
Incidents like the Alar scare 
does nothing to add to the 
confidence of the consuming 
public. 

In fact, the concern with 
“safe food” has spawned a lot 
of interest in organically- 
grown crops, although there is 
no proof that they are any 
safer than those grown under 
normal cuntural practices. 

The other issue that 1s 
damanding attention is the 
whole area of animal rights. 
Farmers will have to be more 
conscious of their husbandary 
practices and, in fact, some 
changes may have to be made. 

Most producers certairily 
have the best interests of the 
animals at heart, however, 
some groups consider that 
confining an animal is curtail- 
ing their freedom and is not 
natural nor in the best interest 
of that animal. 

The farm public is faced with 
a big educational program on 
all of these issues in the next 
decade. As we face the 90's, 
perhaps the greatest concern 
is the emphasis which seems to 
be placed on technology,

ing is building in Eastern 
Ontario and one reason is the 
efforts of Bari and Allan Shep- 
pard of Roseneath who operate 
the Roseneath Chinchilla 
Ranch. 

A recently held show at the 
Fenella Centre sponsored by 
the Eastern Ontario Branch of 
the N.C.B.C. should have 
added to the interest as a total 
of 65 ranchérs with 250 animals 
filled the hall to compete for 
prizes in a morning mutation 
show and an afternoon stan- 
dard show. : 

The competition is broken 
down according to the age of 
the animal, its sex and colour. 
A colour champion was 
selected at the end of the 
standard show and, like lives- 
tock shows at rural fairs, a 
reserve and grand champion 
was honoured. 

(Daryll and Cindy Osland of 
Port Hope were the grand 
champions while Lee and Gord 
Ritard of Uxbridge were the 
reserve champs). 

The Fenella show was the 
first sanctioned show the East- 
ern Association has held and 
Bari, the show’s chairperson, 
is more than sure it will 
become an annual event. 

Allan, under the tutelage of 
expert senior judge, Glen 
Tremain of Freelton, was the 
show’s ‘‘student’’ judge. 


Monthly meetings 


Bari is enthusiastic about the 
business and the 
competitions. 

She and Allan lead monthly 
(ist Tuesday) workshops at 
the Fenella Centre to help new 
ranchers with discussions on 
things like ranch management 
and what judges at a show like 
the Eastern show would be 
looking for in an animal. 

Mr. Tremain and Mr. Shep- 
pard assessed the animals on 
the density of its fur, its colour, 
the fur length, animal confor- 
mation and silkiness of the fur. 

The pondering over an 
animal can take quite a long 
time, Mrs. Tremain ~ a judge 
herself -- remarked at the 
Fenella show. But there are 
never any ties, though there is 
much anxiety amongst breed- 
ers as they watch a judge go 
over their animal with discri- 
minating eye and touch. 

Bari started up Roseneath 
Chinchilla ten years ago and 
has watched it grow into a 1500 
animal operation. Her 
husband, a dairy farmer up 
until two years ago, joins into 
the business as enthusiastical- 
ly as his wife does. 

She started with 12 animals 
and a renovated chicken coop. 
Her “‘objective’’ was to equal 
the salary she made while 
working in Toronto. 
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Excellent second income 


Bari made the decision to go 
with Chinchillas after serious- 
ly considering chickens and 
pigs. After just three years, 
she was more than happy with 
her decision 

There are still not a lot of 
fulltime chinchilla ranchers, 
Bari says, but with no quotas 
and no government restric- 
tions she believes many more 
dairy and beef farmers will, 
like her husband, take a seri- 
ous look at the advantages 
offered by Chinchilla ranching 

Chinchilla pelt prices are 
high right now, she said. They 
can fetch upwards of $102 U.S. 
and average between $42-$46 
U.S. 

With a cost of $1 per month to 
raise - and a six to eight month 
time span before they are 
ready to market - the over- 
head is attractively low and 
the return equally -- and 
attractively -- high. 

She says a rancher can make 
a living with 150 breeding 
animals but many still raise 
the animals in smaller opera- 
tions to provide a comfortable 
second income. 

This is true of traditonal 
dairy and beef farmers who 
‘‘are very interested” in Chin- 
cillas and are “looking for

There are trends, of course, 
also in their business, she said.

How much eating meat? 


With every visit to the shop, 

customers become more 
‘aware of where cuts come 
from,” Jeanine said. 
“Many times they are not 
fully aware of how much meat 
there is in asteer,inacalf,ina 
lamb or a hog, she said. 

“Cattle is not all beef...Beef 
is not all steak,” a chart at the 
shop points out. 

For instance, Jeanine says, a 
1,000 Ib steer will produce 590 
Ibs of beef which equates to 425 
Ibs in retail cuts. 

That steer will produce 34 Ibs 
in Porterhouse, T-bone and 
Club steaks; 40 Ibs of Sirloin 
steaks; 57 Ibs. of Round 
steaks; 36 Ibs. of Rib Roast; 16 
Ibs. of Boneless Rump Roast; 
110 Ibs. of Chuck Roast; 90 Ibs 
of Hamburger and 42 lbs. of 
Stew Meat and miscellaneous 
cuts. 

Then there is 165 Ibs of 
bones, fat, wastage and 
‘shrinkage. 

The same goes for a hog. 

Take a 210 lb. hog reduced to 
150 Ib. carcass and it will yield 
27 lbs. of ham; 24 Ibs. of pork 


loin (chops and roasts); 24 Ibs. 
of bacon; 6 Ibs. of spare ribs; 
10 Ibs. of Boston butts; 9 Ibs. of 
icnic shoulders; 4 Ibs. of pork 
ks; 8 Ibs of head; 24 Ibs. of 
feet; 24 Ibs. of lard and then 9 
Ibs. of miscellaneous waste 
-and sausage trimmings. 

But the non-farming custom- 
er soon learns about retail cuts 
and carcass yield and exactly 
how much eating meat there 


is. 

And frofn there Hilts can 
“make just about anything 
they ask for.”’” 

With Randy now managing 

the shop and doing much of the 
cutting perhaps Ron can now 
take a little more time off from 
overseeing everything he has 
worked so hardtocreate. . 
_ And it is certainly satisfying 
to think that young grandson 
Matthew, at ease around the 
shop already, could very well 
carry on the Hilts’ tradition. 

Right now, Jeanine contemp- 
lates how much easier ao 
might be if they could 
computerize the storefront. 
They have the computer and 
the program it is just a matter 
of getting it into the shop. Then: 
they will simply call up a 
computer file of a customer’s 
order history to find out what 
cuts they need instead of chas- 
ing through paper records. 

And there will be also be 
more trips to schools and 
career days, as well. 

They have produced a video- 
tape that records the entire 
process from the moment an 
animal arrives at the shop. 

“There is so much to work 
and skill involved in a butch- 
er’s business,’’ Jeanine said. 

“There is certainly a lot to 
learn.” 

Other than that, things are 
going well with the constant 
“aim to please the customer.”’ 

Our motto is ‘‘from the farm 
to the freezer,’ Jeanine says. 

It is a principle that guides 
another one of Norwood’s 
succesful businesses.

tee (CMSMC). 
Under the Canadian supply 
management system for milk, 
Ontario milk and- cream 
producers are entitled to a 31.1 
per cent share of national milk 
production destined for the 
manufacture of processed

dairy products. 


n res to a contracti 
market, the CMSMC redu 
the national entitlement to 
165.3 million kg of butterfat 
from 170.4 million kg. Most of 
this milk is used to make 
butter, cheese, ice cream and 
other manufactured dairy 
products for the domestic 
market. 


A small portion is used to 
service export markets. This 
reduction does not affect the 
separate market operated for 
fluid or table milk. 

Canadian requirements for 
industrial milk are down for 
two main reasons. 

The first is that butter sales 
continue to decline and are not 
being offset by increases in 
sales of other dairy products. 

The second is that the 
amount of skim-off of butter- 
fat, created when butterfat is 
removed from milk in the

The consenus was that the 
off-duty OPP were excellent in 
prevention because of their 
training, but it must be kept in 
mind that in the event of major 
roblems this should be care- 
ully investigated to the satis- 
faction of the fairs. In the cases 
of illegal consumption it was 
suggested that Boards request 
the OPP to periodically drive 
or stroll through the grounds 
during events. 


Junior 4-H: While not eligible 
for grants in all cases was 
being promoted by fair board 
members as they felt the expo- 
sure was of benefit to the 
Juniors as well as the Boards 
inyolved. 

These round table discus- 
sions also provide an opportun- 
ity to talk about situations that 
periodically arise within indi- 
viduals. Because __ the parti- 
cipants come from all across 
Ontario and are of a board age 
range, a wealth of ideas and 
experience are available and 
in the informal setting people 
really get down to brass tacks 
and are very frank about their 
feelings and concerns. 

Questionaires are an 
increasingly popular mode of 
making decisions as to- where 
individual fairs are at. They 


are reasonably inexpensive and 


if not designed in a compli- 
cated manner easy to inter- 
pret. Questions such as: What 
do you want to see at the fair? 
What do you like about the 
fair? What do you not like 
about the fair? Also included in 
the information should be the 
person’s age, sex etc. Surveys 
are a worthwhile project if we 
are to continue in this ever- 
changing world we live in. 
The bottom line is that we 
have the dedicated people ahd 
a successful organization 
draws more people. In order to 


compete we must be innova-— 


tive and willing to change 
while still maintaining our 
identity “as an organization 
promoting Agriculture and 
rural Ontario.

WANT TO APPEAL 
YOUR ASSESSMENT? 


You still have time to appeal your 1989 assessment if you 
feel your home or. business property has been improperly 
assessed. Your assessment is important because the amount 
of property tax you will pay in 1990 depends on it. The assessed 
value of your property is multiplied by the municipal and 
school mill rates to determine your property. taxes. 

Notices of Property’ Valuation were mailed to property 
owners and tenants whose assessments have changed since last 
year. Open house information sessions were held in your area 
to give you the opportunity to ask questions and correct any 
errors. 

The Assessment Roll was delivered to your municipality on 
February 27, 1990 and will be used to calculate the taxes you 
will pay in 1990. You can review the Roll at your municipal 
office during regular business hours. If you believe your prop- 
erty has been improperly assessed and you have not yet 
registered an appeal, you still have until March 20, 1990 to 
mail or deliver your appeal to the Assessment Review Board. 
And remember, even if you did not receive a Notice of Prop- 
erty Valuation, you still have the right to appeal. 


Appeal deadline: March 20, 1990 


This deadline does not apply to the municipalities and localities 
of: County of Renfrew 
City of Pembroke 
County of Prince Edward 


The Assessment Review Board is an independent tribunal 
under the jurisdiction of the Ontario Ministry of the Attorney 
General. It is intended to provide you with an additional 
opportunity to have your assessment reviewed if, in your 
opinion, it is not fair and equitable with the assessment of 
similar properties in your area. The Review Board is more 


‘informal and relaxed than a regular court of law. You may 


present your own case, retain a lawyer, or ask a relative or 
friend to speak as your agent. 

To help you in filing your appeal, Notice of Appeal forms 
are available from the Assessment Review Board, your 
Regional Assessment Office, or your municipal office. You 
can also use the reverse side of a Notice of Property Valuation, 
or write a letter giving the property address and roll number 
along with your reasons for appealing. Appeals should be 
forwarded to the Regional Registrar of the Assessment Review 
Board at the address shown below. 

If you appealed your previous assessment, it will be necessary 
to lodge an appeal against your assessment with the Assessment 
Review Board each year, if the appeal against your previous 
assessment has not yet been settled, or your 1989 Notice of 
Property Valuation does not reflect the most recent decision 
of the Board. 

In those parts of Ontario designated for French Language 
Services, you can appear before a bilingual (English/French) 
Appeal Board. Please check the space provided on your appeal

Mike Newland from the 
Ministry of the Environment 
(MOE) says it is currently 
impossible to pinpoint exactly 
when the Madoc sewage 
lagoon will be released into 
Moira Lake because of the ice 
deposits remaining in the 
lagoon.

treated with chemicals by the 
MOE and then usually the 
lagoon is released the day after 
that. Last year the lagoon was 
released in the middle of April. 


In the summer of last year 
the Moira Lake Py ah 
Owners Association (MLPOA) 
became more vocal when the

Authority (MRCA) before, 
they felt, the sewage had 
adequate time to filter itself 
through the Moira Lake 
system.

Why oil and filter 
changes are needed 


The oil in your car’s engine 
forms a thin lubricating layer 
between moving engine parts. 
This prevents destructive 
metal-on-metal contact. Over 
time however, as the oil 
becomes used, it loses its 
cleaning properties. 

The oil filter keeps the oil 
clean by trapping abrasive 
particles in the oil, and remov- 
ing them from the lubrication 
system before they can cause 
excessive wear. 

Made from _ resin-coated 
pleated paper, a good filter 
traps more than 95 percent of 
the contaminants. But over a 
period of time the contamin- 
ants may build up and clog the 
filter. If it is not changed on a 
i eed basis, a bypass valve 
will open, allowing unfiltered 
dirty oil to circulate through 
the engine,accelerating engine 
wear. 


A small investment 
reaps big rewards 


Many auto manufacturers 
recommend oil and filter 
changes every 7,500 to 10,000 
miles. However, you can great- 
ly increase the life of your 
engine and reduce the chance 
of costly engine repairs simp- 


ly by cutting these intervals in ~ 


half. This will add about 10 oil 
and filter changes over 100,000 
miles of operation. When you 
do the change yourself, this 
represents an investment of 
about $100 over the life of the 
car. 


Planning ahead 


Before you change your oil 


and filter for the first time, 
make sure you have every- 
thing you need.

And, of course, her “physio” 
did mean tomorrow and was 
there to give the first instruc- 
tions on how to walk with 
crutches. It isn’t easy the first 
day, but it is the best thing for 
you, so your muscles will 
remain in condition. 

If you can’t use your crutch- 
es immediately and have to 
remain in bed, then exercise is 
necessary. The ‘“‘physio’’ will 
give you a series of simple 
exercises, and assist you with 
them, to get the necessary 
strength back where it is 
needed. 

Usually you will be walking 
with crutches in a very few 
days and ready to go home. 

‘“‘A Home Care ‘gud will be 
contacting you at home,” she 
tells you. ‘She will continue 
your exercises and help you 
with any little problems you 
may have getting around on 
your crutches.”

Pack 
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Who or What are the Dumbells? 


by Edith Murra 
This question been asked 
often of the Stirling Perform- 
ing Arts Committee, who are 
resenting The Legend of the 
mbells.at the Stirling t- 

re on Wednesday, April 4 at 8 


m. o 
Z During the First World War, 


early in 1916, a talénted Cana- 


dian artist .and soldier, Jack 
McLaren of the Princess Patri- 
cia Canadian Light Infantry, 
was attatched to a unit of 
snipers to draw maps of the 
area under siege. When he was 
not occupied with that duty, he 
organized parties and enter- 
tainment in the reserve area 
for troops having a break from 
trench warfare. 

In June of 1916, McLaren had 
formed an entertainment 
group drawn from the ranks, 
and they were named the 
“Beauty Chorus of Flanders 
Fields.” This troupe staged 
their first performance in 
Steenvoorde, Belgium in a 
small theatre. One company of 
the P.P.L.1., on rest await- 
ad reinforcements were 
ordered to attend, forming a 
resentful audience of volunteer 
(?) soldiers. After a slow start, 
the songs and skits started 
receiving applause instead of 
cat-calls and boos. From this 


* beginning the fame of the 
/ entertainers spread rapidly 
~ through the Canadian and Brit- 


‘ish fronts. At each perfor- 


- mance soldiers, who only a few 


hours earlier had been in 
battle, some bandaged, some 
suffering shell-shock, were 


’ amused and diverted from the 


dreadful war of the trenches. 
Later, the entertainers .were 
renamed the ‘‘Comedy 
Company”’’ and spent days 


, travelling to Vimy to provide 


\ entertainment for the front- 
line’ troops. 
During their first years 


_ several of the original enter- 


» tainers suffered war injuries 


_and one died of his wounds. 


Intended only as entertain- 
ment for their own battalion, 
the ‘‘Brass’’ decided that the 
morale-boosting shows should 
be performed for the whole 
Seventh Brigade, and by 1917 
the 3rd Division of the Cana- 
dian Corps created a second 
entertainment group. They put 
on similar shows, ie. comedy, 
music, skits and burlesque. 
Because the 3rd Division Insig- 
nia was a red or black dum

bell signifying ‘Silence and 
Strength,” this troupe of enter- 
tainers became known as the 
*‘Dumbells."’ The eight origi- 
nal Canadians were Alan 
Murray and Ross Hamilton, as 
female impersonators; pianist 
Jack Ayre; baritone Bertran 
Langley; Bill Tennant, tenor; 
and comedians Ted Charters, 
Al Plunkett and George Thorn. 
The group was later to include 
a quartet compri of Jack 
McCormack, Bill Redpath, 
Elmer Belding and Jerry 
Brayford. 

During the final 100 days of 
war in 1918, the ‘“Comed 
Company” amalgamated wit 
the ‘‘Dumbells’’, still enter- 
taining the trqups. On Novem- 
ber 12, 1918, one night after the 
Armistice, the Dumbells enter- 
tained an audience of 2,000 
soldiers and Belgian civilians, 
and continued on until the 
troops were repatriated to 
Canada. 

In the summer of 1919, safely 
home in Canada, Mert Plunk- 
ett organized a trial tour of the 
Dumbells, some of the old 
originals a, aes by enter- 
tainers of the 16th Battalion 
and the Y.M.C.A. overseas 
troupe. Opening in Owen 


Sound, the extremely success- 
ful tour continued icles 
Canada, Britain and the 
U.S.A., arriving on Broadway 
in 1921. The Dumbells 
continued touring until 1929, 
when, like good soldiers, they 
“just faded away.” 

The ‘‘Legend of the 
Dumbells"’ recreates a piece of 
Canadian history, from the 
battlefield and the theatre, 
that started in 1916. It is a 
nostalgic musical based on the 
original Canadian troop enter- 
tainers of W.W. I. There is a 14 
member cast of -talented 
actors, singers, dancers and 
musicians who weave the best 
of the original ‘‘Dumbells’’ 
material into their program. 

Come to Stirling Theatre on 
April 4th to enjoy the “Legend 
of the Dumbeils,"’ and at the 
same time remember those 
who fought in that war, espe- 
cially the survivors from our 
Stirling community, Ritchie 
Geen, Guy Bradshaw and 
George Heasman.

The air pressure should be 
checked once a month; let the 
tires “cool down’’ first. Check 
the sidewalls for nicks ans 
cuts. Examine tires for tread 
life. uneven wearing and 
cu 

peel nment is warranted if 
your vehicle “pulls” while you 
are driving on a straight road 
or if there’s uneven tread 
wear. Cupping (treads look as 
though they been cupped out of 
the tire) indicates a balance 
problem. Remember to check 
your spare tire and make 
certain your jack is in good 
working condition.

short drive to warm up the car. 
Stop the car on level ground 
and leave it for ten minutes. 
This will-let the oil cool down 
enough’so you will not burn 
yourself when you remove the 
oil drain plug. 

If you plan to use ramps, set 
the parking brake before you 
begin, then spread old news- 
papers on the ground under the 
oil pan and position your 
container under the oil drain. 
plug. Loosen the drain plug 
with the drain plug wrench, 
and unscrew it with your 
fingers. 

Place a container under the 
filter. Remove the old filter by 
turning it counterclockwise 
with the filter wrench. If the 
filter is hard to remove (either 
difficult to reach or overtight- 
ened), try a different type of 
filter wrench. If all else fails, 
drive a screwdriver through 
the body of the filter with a’ 
hammer, and then use the 
extra leverage provided by the 
screwdriver handle to remove 
the filter. Thoroughly clean the 
mounting base. Be sure to 
check to see that the old ‘‘O”’ 
gasket was removed. 

Now you are ready to install 
the new filter. First, smear a 
thin film of clean oil on the 
rubber gasket - this ensures 
easy tightening. Spin the new 
filter onto the mounting stud 
until the gasket contacts the 
mounting surface. Tighten the 
filter by hand as recommended 
by the filter manufacturer. 

By this time the engine oil 
will have finished draining. 
Replace the oil drain plug and 
tighten with the drain plug 
wrench. 

Remove the oil fill cap and 
refill the engine with the 
correct quantity and t of 
oil. Start the engine check 
for leaks, especially ‘around 
the filter. Stop the engine, let it 
stand for a few minutes, 
check the oil level using the 
dipstick. Add enough oil to 
bring the level up to the full 


Pour the old oil into a plastic 
container. Take it back to the 
store where you bought your 
new oil to dispose of it properly 
- don’t pour it down the drain.

When ‘a wiper blade needs 
service, it is usually because 
the rubber refill has stop 
performing. Refills ail 
because the smog, ozone, acid 
rain,-road salt and general dirt 
all around us attack the rubber 
mercilessly.

Those who attended Stirling 
Grade 5 students’ Science Fair 
last week know the answer to

Under the guidance of their 
teachers and the organizer of 
the extravaganza of the ex ri- 

“mental, teacher Steve Esford, 
the students started with a 

uestion, formed a hypothesis 
then tested it using the scientif- 
ic method. 

The exercises fell into two 
categories. According to the 
subject matter, experiments 
fell either into the Life Science 
‘ie. trees, cows, bean plants 
etc.) or Physical Science 


‘electricity, magnets, batte- 


ries etc.}. Each of these 
categories included two sub- 
categories which reflected the 
method of analysis used in the 
experiment, either Compara- 
tive Analysis or Case Studies. 
- As an example of the ap 
cation of the scientific method, 
Heidi Smith and Debbie 
Labern'’s developed a way to 
discover whether Holsteins 
make more milk when they 
listen to Elvis singing. They 
monitored the milk production 
of 38 cows which fetoned to 
nothing more than eachother’s 
lowing. These cows produced 
5.555 litres of milk in one week 
The same 38 bovines were 
treated to the music of The 
King of Rock n’ Roll the next 
week. and, lo and behold, made 
5 742 litres of milk. Conclusion: 
cows like Elvis ior, more 
scientifically. Holsteins

roduce more milk when they 
isten to Elvis’s music). 


Another student of Mr. Phil- 
lip’s class, Adam Reeve, also 
incorporated music into his 
experiment. He discovered the 
answer to the question, “Do 
Plants Have Ears? To 
account for the varying musi- 
cal tastes among bean plans, 
Adam played some plants rock 
music, others rap, and still 
others pop music. After 
comparing (pe growth of these 
plants with others ex sed to 
no music, he concluded that 
rock, rap and pop do not effect 
the growth of bean plants. 

Both experiments were 
comparative inquiries into Life 
Science. 

After perusing the excellent 
examples of the scientific 
method in action, the five Fair 
Judges, teachers Hyla Some- 


rville, Ken Sherk, Steve

This is the first of a three part 
series on the history of the 
Tabernacle United Church 
whose parishioners are celel- 
brating their 100th anniversary 
this year. 


THE EARLY HISTORY 


Seymour Township was 
settled in the 1830's and the folk 
of that time wanted to build a 
church. There were seven 
churches on the circuit at that 
time. One of these churches 
eventually became known as 
the Tabernacle United Church. 

The Tabernacle United 
Church took root in 1855 when a 
group of these settlers 
purchased a 1/2 acre of land for 
the purpose of erecting a 
church and a rl fo ground. 
This church would be known as 
the Bible Christian Church and 
the group was the Tabernacle 
(English Line) Chapel Reli- 
gious Congregation or the Soci- 
ety of Bible Christians. 

The land was purchased by 
Thomas and Grace Grislls for 
one schilling three pence and 
the trustees for this transac- 
tion were William Heard,
